The Local Option Bill. 


The new Local Option bill, which re- 
peals the present license law, and is a| 
substitute for it, has nearly passed the 
Legislature, there being only one or two} 
unimportant points not settled, and it 
seems to be generally believed that it; 
, will receive the signature of the Gover, | 
or and become a law. It prohibits the 
unlicensed sale of all intoxicating liquors, 
strong or weak, save of native wines by 
the persons making them, of cider not 
to be drunk on the premises, and of for- 
eign liquors in the original packages. 
Licenses shall be granted only in those 
cities and towns that shall have voted 
that they may be issued, and they shall 


not exceed in number one to each one|- 


thousand persons in the town, exclusive 
to those granted to druggists or apothe-| 
caries, nor shall the licenses be transfer-| 
able, norany one have any interest there- 
in beside the person or persons named. 
There shall be no sales of liquor under} 
the licenses so granted between ten | 
o'clock at night and six o’clock in the 
following morning, nor on the Lord’s, 
day, or on legal holidays or on election 
days, and licenses will be granted on 
the condition that there are to be no 
sales to persons known to be drunkards, | 
to intoxicated persons, or to minors, and 
that in the places licensed good orderand | 
decency shall be maintained. The li-| 
censes shall be of five classes. 

For violation of the terms of a li- 
cense, the punishment may be a fine or) 
imprisonment, or both. If an intoxica-| 
ted person commits an assault and bat- 
tery, or injures property, any person 
selling any portion of the liquor causing | 
such intoxication in violation of the law, | 
shall be liable to the person injured for | 
damages.
